7. BISHOP’S UNIVERSITY LIBRARY HOLDINGS 


The archives of the United Church of Canada for the Province of 
Québec will be placed on long-term loan to become a part of the 
holdings of Bishop’s University Library.

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8. SACKVILLE POEM DISCOVERED 


The kind of discovery of which literary scholars dream was 
recently announced by archivists at Mills Library, McMaster 
University, when a manuscript in their collection was confirmed 
to contain a hitherto unknown poem by Elizabethan poet Thomas 
Sackville (lst Earl of Dorset, 1536-1608). Sackville wrote a good 
deal of poetry, but only two of his poems were known to have 
survived. His "Induction" and "Complaint of the Duke of 
Buckingham" were published in the second volume of AM 
Magistrates (1563), and he wrote part of Gorbudue (1565 
first English blank-verse tragedy.

In the fall of 1986 the library had purchased at auction a copy 
of Frances Brooke’s novel The Excursion (1777), which was in a 
lot with a bound manuscript accounts book. The accounts 
themselves date from 1653, but the book also contained "Sacvyle’s 
olde age", a poem written in a scribal hand of the late sixteenth 


or early seventeenth century. 


The surprising discovery was made by Professor Malcolm Parkes of 
Keble College, Oxford, while visiting McMaster in September 1987. 
Professor Parkes calls the discovery "a spectacular find" and he 
is currently preparing an edition of the work for publication.
